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MUST SHOW BOOKS. 


The Supreme Courts Decides Against 
Officers of the “General.” 


In the So-called Trust Cases Involving the Legal Principle 
That a Man Cannot Be Forced to Furnish Evidence Tend- 
ing to Incriminate Himself, the Supreme Court Holds 
That Corporations Do Not Share This Immunity. 








WASHINGTON, March 13, : caiinelie four decisions handed 
down on Monday of this week, one of which was in the 
proceedings against the General Paper Company, the Su- 
preme Court utters a doctrine of tremendous importance 
in the anti-trust proceedings’ of the near future. The 
refuge of reluctant witnesses hitherto found in the Consti- 
tution, in equity, jurisprudence and in the common law— 
the principle that “no man can be forced to incriminate 
himself”—is denied to trusts. Books, papers, contracts, se- 
cret agreements must be produced when called for, what- 
ever the effect upon the trust before the bar or upon its 
officers. 

The immunity law passed by Congress, protecting wit- 
nesses under the Anti-Trust act, is construed to mean that 
only the individual witness shall receive its benefits and 
that he is not excused from testifying against his corpora- 
tion or the officers thereof. Neither can the trusts withhold 
their books and papers on the ground that to publish their 
business secrets would be to injure them materially 

[hese sweeping decisions are the outgrowth of a grand 
ury inquiry into the Tobacco Trust in New York and a 
civil suit against the General Paper Company in Wiscon- 
sin and Minnesota. Officers of the two companies had 
refused to produce their books or to answer questions 
concerning their alleged conspiracy to control commerce. 
They declared that the Constitution relieved them from 
having to give such testimony. They discovered today that 
it does not. 

The tobacco cases were decided first and furnished the 
authority for the decisions in the paper company case. In 
the Tobacco Trust cases the opinion was written by Justice 
Brown, who is soon to retire from the bench. In the paper 
cases Justice McKenna wrote the opinion and cited Justice 
Brown’s decision by way of precedent. . 

In the tobacco cases the defendants refused to produce 
their books before a grand jury which was after the facts 
oncerning their alleged conspiracy. In the paper cases 
they refused to produce their books before an examiner 
who was trying to take testimony. On every issue they have 
lost, and apparently there is no refuge for a trust at any 
stage of a proceeding between the grand jury and the Cir- 
cuit Court. 

The tobacco case, the case of Hale vs. Henkel, was de- 
cided adversely to the trust by seven to two, the dissenting 
members being Chief Justice Fuller and Justice Brewer. 
Justices Harlan and McKenna concurred only in the result. 
[he General Paper Company cases were decided unani- 
mously, 

Hale, an officer of one of the companies comprising the 
Tobacco Trust, was summoned before a grand jury in the 
Southern District of New York and ordered to produce all 
books, papers, contracts and correspondence between the 
MacAndrews & Forbes Company and the other companies 
in the combination. The subpcena duces tecum was of the 
most sweeping character. He refused to produce the books 
and papers of the tobacco concern and to answer questions 
about what was in them on two grounds: First, because 
there was no specific charge against anybody before the 
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grand jury, and, second, because his answers might tend to 
incriminate him. He gave his name and the office he held 
in his company, and refused to go further. He was com- 
mitted for contempt and got a writ of habeas corpus, which 
was subsequently discharged. He was remanded and ap- 
pealed. 

Justice Brown first takes up his assertion that there was 
no specific charge. He fails to find any precedent for the 
contention that a grand jury cannot proceed without a 
written and formal accusation. The ancient oath adminis- 
tered to foremen of grand juries, which is substantially un- 
changed to the present day, charged him to inquire into 
things given into his charge, “as of all other matters and 
things as shall come to your own knowledge.” 

The authorities, the court finds, are to the effect that 
grand juries can act upon information received by them 
from the examination of witnesses without any formal in- 
dictment or other charge. They may, says Justice Brown, 
“proceed either upon their own knowledge or upon the ex- 
amination of witnesses to inquire for themselves whether 
a crime cognizable by the court has been committed.” 

The appellant, Hale, invoked the Fifth Amendment to 
the Constitution, which provides that no man in a criminal 
prosecution shall be forced to be a witness against him- 
self. As to this Justice Brown points out that the im 
munity act passed in 1903 provides that no person shall be 
prosecuted, or be subjected to any penalty or forfeiture. 
on account of anything which he may testify about in an 
anti-trust proceeding. The contention of the appellant was 
that while this law may protect individual witnesses it 
would not protect the corporation of which the 
is agent and representative. “This is true,” says Justice 
Brown, “but the answer is that it was not designed to do 
so. The right of a person under the Fifth Amendment to 
refuse to incriminate himself is purely a personal privilege 
of the It was never intended to permit him to 
plead the fact that some other person might be incrim- 
inated by his testimony, even though he were the agent of 
such person.” And the Justice adds: “If he cannot set up 
the privilege of a third person he certainly cannot set up 
the privilege of a corporation. As the combinations or 
conspiracies provided against by the Sherman anti-trust 
act can ordinarily be proved only by the testimony of par- 
ties thereto, in the person of their agents or employees, 
the privilege claimed would practically invalidate the whole 
act of Congress. 

“Of what use would it be for the Legislature ‘to declare 
these combinations unlawful if the judicial power may 
close the door of access to every available source of infor 
mation upon the subject? The defense,” he says further 
this: That an officer of a corporation 
which is charged with criminal violation of the statute 
may plead the criminality corporations as a re- 
fusal to produce its books. To state this proposition is to 
answer it. If whenever an officer or employee of a cor- 
poration were summoned before a grand jury as a witness 
he could refuse to produce the books and documents of 
such corporation upon the ground that they would incrim 
inate the corporation itself, it would result in the failure 
of a large number of cases where the illegal combination 
was determinable only upon the examination of such pa 
pers. But conceding that the witness was an officer of 
the corporation under investigation, and that he was en- 
titled to assert the rights of the corporation with respect 
to the production of its books and papers, we are of the 
opinion that there is a clear distinction in this particular 
between an individual and a and that the 
latter has no right to refuse to submit its books and papers 
for an examination at the suit of the State

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DUTY ON RAGS. 


The Imposition of an Export Duty on 
German Rags Feared. 


A Resolution Has Been Offered in the German Reichstag for 
an Export Duty on Rags and Alkali in Order to Increase 
the Revenues—The Paper Manufacturers of the 
Empire Said to Be Behind the Resolution.

The importers of rags in the New York market were 
greatly disturbed on Monday of this week by the receipt of 
cabled advices from the other side stating that the situation 
in regard to an export duty on German rags was now 
serious. A resolution advocating such a duty was recently 
offered in the Reichstag ostensibly for the purpose of in 
creasing the revenues of the empire. A duty on alkali was 
coupled with that on rags in the resolution. 

While there has been a quiet agitation going on of late 
for the imposition of a duty on rags, the importers here did 
not take the matter seriously. The movement abroad for 
an export duty is said to have begun over a year ago with 
the French paper manufacturers. Recently the association 
of the latter petitioned the Chamber of Deputies to put 
on a duty as a matter of protection to them. The German 
paper makers are now following the lead of their French 
brothers and are indirectly seeking to prevent the further 
exportation of their own raw material.

That the German paper manufacturers are 
behind the resolution there is no doubt among the dealers 
here. 

Should even a small export duty be placed on German 
paper manufacturers here would he quite seriously 
handicapped in their business, as it seems almost impossi 
ble for them to increase the selling prices of their prod- 
ucts to offset any additional cost. Under existing circum- 
stances there is very little profit in paper. A further in 
crease in the cost of manufacture would therefore entail 
disastrous results.

Reports from local jobbers of printing papers give evi- 
dence of fair business only. While dealers are seemingly 
busy, their time is being given entirely to the handling of 
small orders, but then small orders are very numerous and 
they are coming to hand with daily regularity from all di- 
rections. The absence of large orders still continues a 
feature that dealers are unable to explain, although the 
uncertainty concerning the result of the printers’ strike, 
some are inclined to think, may have influenced the post- 
ponement of many large printing jobs. The jobbing distri- 
bution of manila paper and the general lines of store wrap- 
pings is of such volume that dealers are not inclined to 
make serious complaints, although a heavier trade could 
be easily handled. without overworking the shipping de- 
partments. The box board trade is reported a little more 
active of late, so that boards, stay papers and fancy papers 
are moving a little more freely. With manufacturers busi- 
ness is reported fair, although some mills running on stand- 
ard lines of paper are having all they can do to keep even 
with their order books. The tone of the local market as 
regards prices is said to be firm at ruling quotations, present 
prices being lower than manufacturing conditions justify. 
Improvement in demand would certainly bring about higher

Better Feeling in Fox River.

Appteton, Wis., March 13, 1906.—Your correspondent has 
so long been talking dull business from this locality that it 
is a pleasure to be able to say this week that a distinctly 
better feeling is beginning to be appreciable. Print paper 
has gone up Io cents a hundred, which is a straw showing 
the quarter the wind is setting from. Demand in the lines 
of print and book paper is better, particularly as regards 
book. This is thought to be due to two causes, a genuine 
awakening in the demand for paper and apprehension re- 
garding a scarcity of raw materials. The seriousness of the 
latter situation has been commented upon in this corre- 
spondence for several weeks past. There is no doubt what- 
ever that this cause alone will be sufficient in the course of 
a very few months to make large increases in the price of 
print and book papers. It is understooM that the mills in 
this part of the country are now refusing to make contracts, 
purposing selling strictly at the market hereafter. Large 
consumers will do well to get under cover.

Firm Tone in the Miami Valley.

Dayton, Ohio, March 13, 1906.—There has not been a 
vast change in business conditions during the week. The 
tone is firm and altogether the future is promising. It is 
admitted that the local trade continues much better than 
the foreign busitiess, a state of affairs which has existed 
for some time. No explanation can be offered for this sit- 
uation, and that it should continue seems unique in the 
history of the trade. The higher prices on news which 
were circulated the past week have proved quite an im- 
petus and it is the belief that other lines will also be bol- 
stered up. The book market, in a measure, has been de- 
moralized for some time, and just when the big improve- 
ment in that branch will come remains to be seen. Pulp 
conditions remain about the same, and it is felt that unless 
there is a marked improvement before long a cheaper or 
more available source of pulp supply will, of necessity, be 
found or the price list will be revised with considerable 
vigor. “Inasmuch as pulp is not mined like coal, but is 
manufactured after an expensive process,” said a well 
known tradesman, “it seems likely that until some great 
discoveries are made the supply source will remain the 
same, and the only alternative is to boost prices, and do it 
with a vengeance.” This also seems to be the opinion of 
several other members of the trade. The demand continues 
good for all the better grades.

Mixed Situation in Canada. 


Toronto, Canada, March 13, 1906.—The market situation 
is a most peculiar one, for while some firms report that 
they are so busy that they are refusing orders, prices do 
not show any disposition to advance. With labor and ma- 
terials advancing in price, and with all other commodities 
advancing, it is peculiar to see paper and paper products 
alone remaining stationary. A part of the woolen trade 
is said to be in much the same condition in Canada, and 
it is customary to attribute the troubles to the tariff, but a 
gentleman who had given the matter considerable atten- 
tion expressed the opinion that a lack of determination on 
the part of manufacturers to get fair prices was as much 
a cause of trouble as the lack of tariff protection. He be- 
lieved that if firms would simply advance prices to a fair 
figure and show a stiff front they would get business, and 
other firms would quickly follow them. Prices

but the corporation is a creature of the State. It is pri 


sumed to be incorporated for the benefit of the public. It 
powers are limited by law. It can make no contract no 
authorized by its charter. Its rights to act as a corporatio: 
are only preserved to it so long as it obeys. the laws of it 
creation. ! 

“There is a reserved right in the Legislature to investi 
gate its contracts and find out whether it has exceeded its 
powers. It would be a strange anomaly to hold that 
State, having chartered a corporation to make use of cer 
tain franchises, could not, in the exercise .of its soy 
ereignty, inquire how these franchises had been employed 
and whether they had been abused and demand the pro 
tection of the corporation hooks and papers for that pur 
pose.” 

There is only one saving clause in the opinion. Justice 
Brown says that it is not the desire of the court to be un 
derstood as refusing to protect a corporation against unrea- 
sonable searches and seizures, 4nd adds: “It can only be 
proceeded against by due process of law and is protected 
under the Fourth and Fifth Amendments against unlawful 
discrimination.” He also expresses the opinion that an 
order for the production of books and papers may consti 
tute an unreasonable search and seizure under the Fourth 
and Fifth Amendments, and holds that the grand jury 
order. for the production of papers in Hale’s case was too . 
sweeping. 

There were two cases brought involving the General Pa- 
per Company. In Milwaukee, Robert S. Taylor, a Special 
Commissioner, undertook under orders of the Circuit Court 
to examine officers of several companies comprising the 
trust and to order them to produce their books. They re- 
fused to do so, and appealed from the Circuit Court's order. 
The Supreme Court, Justice McKenna writing the opinion, 
decides that it has no jurisdiction, and dismisses the appeal. 
“Why,” asks Justice McKenna, “should greater rights be 
given a witness to justify his contumacy when suummoned 
before an examiner than when summoned before a court?” 

The other paper cases were appeals from decisions of the 
Circuit Court of Minnesota. The Government was prose 
cuting the General Paper Company, and the court ordered 
the officers of various constituent companies to produce 
their books. They refused to do so. Their grounds, which 
wefe substantially the same in all cases, were stated in the 
brief made for Mr. Nelson, president of the Hennepin Pa 
per Company, one of the defendants. 

They were, first, that the materiality of the books and 
papers had not been established; second, that the books 
contained matters of importance relating to the business 
of the Hennepin Paper Company and the General Paper 
Company not bearing upon the case, and the publication of 
which would be “highly injurious to the business interests 
of the company”; third, that to compel such production 
would be to violate the Fifth Amendment, and also to vio 
late the Fourth, which insures to citizens safety from un- 
reasonable searches and seizures. Nelson’s defense further 
stated that the proceedings were for the purpose of en- 
joining the defendants from carrying out the contracts be- 
tween the constituent companies and the General Paper 
Company. These contracts were of great value and the 
business of the General Paper Company practically rested 
upon them. To produce the evidence necessary for this 
prosecution would he to violate the constitutional provision 
and the rules of equity and common law that no person 
can be forced to produce documents which would subject 
him to prosecution or to a penalty or forfeiture. So the 
defendants refused to obey the court's orders and were 
each fined $100 and sentenced to be imprisoned until the 
order was complied with. They appealed, and the court 
today dismisses their appeals. 

Justice McKenna, writing the opinion, holds that the 
evidence was clearly material. The questions were framed 
to prove the existence of the combination. Not only were 
the books withheld but the witnesses even refused to an-

PAPER CHEMISTS MEET. 


The Newly Formed Verein der Zellstoff und Papier Chemiker 
Holds an Important Meeting in Berlin, Germany— 
To Join With the German Chemical Society.

The secretary read a letter from the paper chemist, R. 
W. Sindall, Rangoon, Burma, who stated that he is deeply 
interested in the Paper Chemists’ Association, having him- 
self tried to found a similar union in England, but that 
he frequently met with the objection that establishments 
would find it case their chemists should 
make reports regarding their enterprise and investigations. 
Such objections Mr. Sindall deemed to be unjust. Mr. 
Sindall has been sent to Burma by the British Government 
to test the feasibility of making paper from bamboo and 
The Society of Paper Chemists 
will solicit his report on that interesting subject. 

lhe chairman reported offers of various trade papers 
wishing to become the official organ of the society. It was 
resolved to reply that the following two paper trade publi- 
cations have been selected, the Papier Zeitung and the 
Wochenblatt fiir Papier Fabrikation. However, all trade 
papers would be allowed to copy the society reports from 
said two journals, but concerning special, scientific disser- 
tations, the consent of their authors would be required. 

lhe chairman moved that some form of combination with 
the Society of German Chemists would be desirable. The 
lirectors authorized Dr. Frank to negotiate in that direc- 
tion and to report. The following authors agreed to con- 
tribute the results of their researches on cellstuff and pa- 


burg; Dr. 
Boston,

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per chemistry: Dr. Paul Klemm, on paper making; Dr. 
A. Klein, on cellstuff fabrication and chemistry in general; 
Professor Vogel on the offwater question; Dr. Walter 
Vieweg on derivates of cellstuff. Contributing specialists 
in other branches, for instance, on micoscopy (morphology) 
of the paper fibres will be engaged. The society will assist 
co-operators with desirable information of scientific sources. 
Dr. A. Klein, mill director in Lipto, Rosenberg, Hungary, 
furnishes special information. 


The directors concluded to become members of the Ger- 
man Chemical Society and to send the Chemische Central- 
blatt (Chem. C. Gazette) to contributing authors. 


Chairman Schacht offered various suggestions concern- 
ing the activity of the society. He stated that information 
and reports on the testing of and rules for purchasing, 4ill- 
ing and loading materials would be desirable. He said, 
for instance: “We receive china clay from England with 
an allowance of from 15 to 20 per cent. for contents of 
water, while Austrian clay works sell with 10 per cent. 
and Germans with only 5 per cent. water allowance. There 
is no established rule regarding allowable water contents, 
and, likewise, we know nothing about a settled testing 
process for the determination of the fineness of filling ma- 
terials; also, as regards the coloring of mineral matter we 
are undecided about the admissibility. Reliable rules 
should be established in these lines. These questions have 
been moved in the Society of German Paper Makers with- 
out any results. 

“We are also still undecided in regard to the usefulness 
of starch in paper making. Many mills use it. 
it useful; others entertain no opinion. The mode of pre- 
paring starch is also different. In some mills starch is 
subjected to prolonged cooking; in others. it is boiled 
moderately; and, finally, in many mills they simply add 
raw starch. It would be doing well to elucidate the most 
practical and useful mode of application. The preferable 
kind of starch is also not known. Whether potato, wheat 
or corn starch is best we certainly are not sure. An ex- 
act process for determining the percentage contents of 
starch in finished paper is likewise unknown.” 


Dr. Klein suggested the examination of the following 
questions :

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THE CANADIAN PULP SITUATION. 


There Seems to Be No Doubt That Pulp Wood Will Be Higher, 
but to What Amount Even Those Best Informed 
Will Not Venture to Predict. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


Toronto, Canada, March 13, 1906.—The pulp situation in 


»Canada is at this moment perplexing the oldest men in the 


trade. On the south shore of the St. Lawrence, instead of 
the usual long winter, there has only been about four 
weeks’ sleighing. The jobbing trade in getting out -pulp 
wood has been practically out of business in that part of 
the country this winter, and the only lumbering and log- 
ging done was what the farmers have done themselves. 
On the north shore of the St. Lawrence there has been 
a good deal of logging, but nearly all the snow was taken 
off by a heavy rain about ten days ago, and now operators 
fear that there will not be enough water in spring to 
carry the logs out into the big streams. Leaving out the 
new wood, another factor of considerable importance is 
the amount of old wood cut a year ago, and which was held 
up by the sudden fall of the streams last spring. Whether

“Lactarene ” Not to Come In Free. 


[Prom OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

_ WasuincrTon, D. C., March 13, 1906.—Some weeks ago the 
Treasury Department advised the Collector of Customs at 
New York that no appeal would be taken by the Govern- 
ment from the recent decision of the United States Circuit 
Court for the Southern District of New York in the case 
of B. P. Ducas Company vs. United States, involving the 
dutiable classification of so called “casein,” imported under 
the existing tariff act. Since then the Department has been 
advised that the record in that case was incomplete and 
that it can be shown by competent testimony that casein 
is not commercially known as “lactarene,” and not, there- 
fore, entitled to free entry under paragraph 594 of the 
present tariff act. The Department’s acquiescence to the 
above stated case wil! be confined to that one case, it being 
the desire of the Government to prepare another case for 
presentation to the Board of General Appraisers upon a 
more thorough record. ps he

The “General” Loses. 

By its interest in the decisions of the United States Su- 
preme Court, handed down on Monday, the paper industry 
has unwillingly helped to make history, and that, too, of the 
most important character. In this distinction lies the only 
consolation that the paper men directly interested can draw 
from the cases. 

As will be seen from the reports of the decisions, the 
court says, in substance, that corporations must show their 
books when so requested in legal actions, and that the offi- 
cials thereof must not refuse to answer pertinent questions 
on the ground that by so doing they would be furnishing 
evidence against themselves. 

Having laid down the law applicable to the questions at 
issue, the court, in the General Paper Company cases, dis- 
missed the appeals in the Wisconsin section of the prose- 
cution on the ground that the witnesses refusing to testify 
in the inquiry had no legal basis for their appeals, and over- 
ruled the appeals in the Minnesota section of the same 
case because in the opinion of the court the immunities 
that protect an individual do not apply to corporations. 

The result of the decisions in the four test cases, as far 
as the paper industry is concerned, is, therefore, that the 
Government prosecution of the General Paper Company for 
violation of the Anti-Trust Act will be resumed and all the 
transactions of the company will be disclosed in open court. 
Should the acts of the company be shown to be contrary 
to law, the guilty ones must suffer the penalties prescribed 
for their offenses. In this connection, however, it should be 
stated that the case against the General has not been tried, 
only a beginning having been made. The decisions of the 
court handed down this week are merely adjudications of 
the legal questions that arose at the outset of the inquiry. 
Guilt, therefore, should not be assumed. The way, how- 
ever, has now been cleared so that all the facts will be 
made known. Such disclosure can be avoided only by a 
plea,of guilt, a payment of penalties and a dissolution of 
the company. Whether in the light of the court's inter- 
pretation of the law the facts warrant such a plea is for 
the attorneys of the General to say. 

Apart from the trade’s interest in the matter, the de- 
cisions of the Supreme Court in the so called trust cases 
are the most important that have yet been rendered by the

An Export Duty on German Rags. 


The paper manufacturers who use foreign rags should at 
once bestir themselves if they desire to prevent a further 
increase in the cost of their raw materials. Judging from 
cabled reports that reached the New York market this 
week, the German paper manufacturers are evidently work- 
ing to prevent the export of rags from that country. To 
accomplish this they have caused a resolution to be intro- 
duced in the Reichstag advocating an export duty on both 


rags and alkali. Since the matter has gone that far, the 


sooner the American paper manufacturers see the dang 
of their position the better it will be for them.

1900—Paper and Pulp—Comparative Census—190-. 

A preliminary summary of the statistics of paper a: 
wood pulp in the United States during the year end 
December 31, 1904, has been’ prepared by the Census B 
reau. These statistics form a part of the census of man 
factures, which was made in conformity with the act 
Congress of March 6, 1902. 

The totals indicate that there has been a substantial 
crease in the manufacture of paper and wood pulp in t 
United States as compared with the statistics of 190 
which covered the fiscal year ended May 31. The slig!) 
apparent decrease in the number of establishments is d: 
to the fact that in 1900 separate reports were secured i 
some instances for several plauts operated under the sam 
management, while they were all included in one report 
and counted as a single plant in 1905. 

The total number of establishments in 1905 were 759, 
as against 763 in 1900, a decrease of 0.5 per cent. Th: 
capital invested in 1905 was $278,025,664 as compared with 
$167,507,713 in 1900, an increase of 66 per cent. Salaried 
officials, clerks, &c., numbered 3,766, who received $6,075 
924, as against 2,935 in 1900, who received $4,500,911. Th: 
increase was 28.3 per cent. in number and 35 per cent in 
salary. The average number of wage earners was 65,643 
who received wages to the amount of $31,915,002. The 
number in 1900 was 49,646, and the wages received $20,- 
746,426. The percentage of increase was 32.2 in number 
and 53.8 in wages. 

Miscellaneous expenses were $16,398,352, as 
$10,184,106 in 1900; percentage of increase, 61 per cent 
The total cost of materials used was $110,878,790, as com 
pared with $70,530,236 in 1900, an increase of 57.2 per cent 

The material used was as follows: Wood, 3,043,459 
cords, costing $20,757,086, as against 1,986,310 cords, costing 
$0,837,516 in 1900. The percentage of increase was 53.2 
per cent. in wood and III per cent in the cost. Straw, 
304,585 tons, costing $1,502,886, as against 367,305 tons, 
costing $1,395,659 in 1900.

TRUMAN S. GILLETT 

Cuicaco, Ill., March 13, 1906.—Truman S. Gillett, eighty- 
two years old, for forty-six years a resident of Ci icago, 
died suddenly on Wednesday of last week, although up to 
an hour of his death he had been about his home as usual. 
Mr. Gillett was born in June, 1823, in Catskill, N. Y. He 
was a reporter on the Albany Evening Item, private secre- 
tary for Thurlow Weed and later deputy secretary of New 
York State. He founded the Chicago Paper Company. The 
funeral was held at 2_p. m. last Friday from Mrs. McDou- 
gall’s residence, 4156 Ellis avenue. 





FRANK Moore. 

Frank Moore, of Concord, Mass., died suddenly on Thurs- 
day of !ast week, March 8, at a private hospital in Brattle- 
boro, Vt., where he had been confined since receiving sev- 
eral paralytic shocks two weeks ago. Previous to retiring 
from active work, some six years ago, he was engaged in 
the paper business as a manufacturer in Pepperell and Bos 
ton, and later as a paper stock broker. His first connection 
with the paper business was a member of the old Boston 
house of Moore, Knowles & Appleton. 

Mr. Moore was born in Waltham sixty-one years ago 
and was the son of Arad Moore, a prominent lawyer of that 
place. Before going to Concord he resided in Lowell a 
short time. He gave up this business about six years ago 
on account of his health. 


Joun V. SINKEY. 

Dayton, Ohio, March 13, 1906.—John V. Sinkey, for 
many years the secretary and treasurer of the Harding 
Paper Company, at Franklin, died at San Diego, Cal., last 
Friday, and the body will be brought to Middletown, his 
former home, for burial. Mr. Sinkey had spent his winters 
in recent years in California, but lived in Franklin during 
the summer. A few years or more ago when the American 
Writing Paper Company secured possession of the Harding 
Paper Company, Mr. Sinkey, who was well advanced in 
years, retired from active work in connection with the mills 
and has not been identified with any firm since. He always 
evinced a deep interest in the Harding Mills, however, and 
was regarded as one of the members of the firm. With 
him at the time of his death was Edward H. Sinkey. 

The funeral wiil occur at the place of his birth, in Mid- 
dletown, in which city he was widely known and universally 
esteemed. A large contingent of paper mill men from sur- 
rounding towns will attend the funeral. Franklin feels that 
it has sustained a personal loss, as Mr. Sinkey was identi- 
fied with many public undertakings and had advanced the 
interests of the paper mill centre at every opportunity

Tuomas N. WISWALL, 


Thomas N. Wiswall, one of the oldest retired paper man- 
ufacturers of New England, died at Durham, N. H., March 
6. He was born at Exeter, January 28, 1817, and was in 
his ninetieth year. 

When a young man he learned the process of making 
paper in the mill which his father had built in 1812 near 
Exeter, N. H., and operated for a number of years until 
destroyed by fire. This was one of the first mills in New 
Hampshire. In the year 1846 he went to Dover, N. H., 
and took charge of a mill which was being built by Mr. 
Moses. He remained there until 1851, when he moved his 
family to Brentwood and went to work in the Russell 
Mill, near Exeter. In 1853 he went to Durham and built 
the mill which he and Charles Moses afterward kept in 
continuous operation for thirty years in the manufacture 
of hanging paper. The mill was totally destroyed by fire 
in 1883 and, having no children except an adopted daughter, 
he decided not to rebuild. Since then he had devoted him- 
self to looking after his farm and private interests. 

Mr. Wiswall was for thirty years a director of the New- 
market National Bank and prominent in church and town 
affairs. A man of sterling integrity, of the highest sense of 
personal honor, he was greatly esteemed by all who knew 
him. 


CHARLES H. SOUTHWORTH DEAD. 


The Head of the Hampshire Paper Company and of the Carew 
Manufacturing Cumpany Stricken With Apoplexy Satur- 
day Morning of Last Week, and Died Within an Hour. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Hotyoxe, Mass., March 13, 1906.—Charles Hayward 
Southworth, president of the Hampshire Paper Company 
and the Carew Manufacturing Company, of South Hadley 
Falls, was stricken with apoplexy in his office at the Carew 
Mill Saturday morning at 10:30 o'clock, and at 11:15 had 
passed away. The attack came without any premonitory 
signs. He left his home seemingly in the best of health 
and spirits, reached his office about 9 o'clock, as had been 
his custom, visited the two mills as usual, and returned to 
his private office, where he was busy at his desk. The 
fatal illness made him unconscious, and he did not suffer. 
The body was taken to Springfield and to the home of 
Mr. Southworth on Maple street in the afternoon. 

Mr. Southworth was born in Philadelphia, November 1, 
1856, the son of John Hayward Southworth and Elizabeth 
Weed Henderson. He attended the public schools in 
Springfield, Mass., whither his father came in 1872, and 
also went to the State Agricultural College at Ambherst. 
He began business with his father, who was the head of 
the Hampshire and Carew paper companies, and displayed 
an early aptitude for business. He had long had charge 
of the Hampshire Paper Company, and on the death of his 
brother, Edward Courtlandt Southworth, in 1897, he also 
became the controlling factor in the Carew Manufacturing 
Company. He was as well president of the Willcox & 
Gibbs Sewing Machine Company, of New York city; a 
director of the Southworth Paper Company, of Mit- 
tineague, and of the new Hadley Mills Company at South 
Hadley Falls. Before selling out his interest he 
was president of the Worthy Paper Company, of Mit- 
tineague, of which his brother-in-law, Edgar Bliss, is now 
the head. Heavy business burdens early fell upon Mr. 
Southworth, and he carried them with ability and breadth 
of outlook. He became a recognized figure in the paper 
trade, and did not spare himself in the service of that 
which had been committed to his care. He thus succeeded 
his father in the paper mills, and also in the Willcox & 
Gibbs Sewing Machine Company. Mr. Southworth had 
been responsive to the appeals of worthy causes for many 
years, and gave at times generously to institutions that in- 
terested him. He had been active in the business affairs of 
the South Church in Springfield, and will be missed there, 
as In many other directions. He was by nature forceful 
and quick in his mental processes, and notably full of 
courage and vigor in his work. He was in the full tide of 
many business engagements, and had been for years inces- 
santly active. He was devoted to his children and full of 
plans for their future. 

Mr. Southworth was married in Philadelphia, November 
17, 1887, to Miss Caroline Ames Bliss, daughter of Theo- 
dore and Mary Wright Bliss. Mr. Bliss is still living. 
Mrs. Southworth died December 18, 1905. Two children, a 
boy and a girl, survive their parents. 

The funeral services were held at 4 o'clock Monday 
afternoon at the home of the deceased in Maple street. 
The interment was in the family lot in the Springfield 
Cemetery. 

_The honorary bearers, all neighbors or close friends of 
the deceased, were H. Curtis Rowley, Samuel Bowles, 
George D. Chamberlain, James W. Kirkham, Oscar B. 
Ireland, all of Springfield, and Robert P. Moulton, of 
Philadelphia, the latter being a long time friend of Mr. 
Southworth and engaged in the paper business. 

The active bearers, taken from the office employees of 
the Hampshire Paper and Carew Manufacturing Com- 
panies, of South Hadley Falls, were William D. Judd, 
Leon M. Yoerg, F. Herbert Webster, George H. Trabold, 
George W. Wilson and Robert Gillette. Ferry.

The iron work on the buildings of the Publishers Pa- 
per Company, at Portsmouth, N. H., is finished. 

The Livermore Falls Pulp Company, Plymouth, N. H., 
has suspended operations owing to the burning of J. E. 
Henry & Sons Paper Mills. 

The Mississippi River Power Company has been organ- 
ized at Clearwater, Minn., with a capital stock of $50,000 
The company will build a pulp and paper mill at Clear- 
water. 

An octagon chimney, with a base 25 feet in diameter and 
a height of 100 feet, is under construction at S. D. Warren 
& Co.’s mill at Westbrook, Me. Crushed rock and cement 
are being used in it. 

The Beckett Paper Company, of Hamilton, Ohio, has 
resumed operations after prolonged idleness due to install- 
ing new machinery. The capacity of the plant is about 
30 tons a day of colored cover. 

The Skowhegan Pulp Company, Waterville, Me. has 
decided to rebuild the pulp mill on the site on which one 
was burned in December. The foundations are nearly 
ready and work on the mill will begin shortly. 

A small fire occurred last week in the wood preparing 
department of the mill of the Kimberly & Clark Com- 
pany, at Niagara, Wis. The blaze was taken care of by 


the mill fire department and did not cripple the establish- 
ment at all. 

For the first time since last fall the water in Lake Win- 
nebago last week reached the crest of the Menasha Dam. 
This is much earlier than usual, and presages a high 
stage of water in April, as there will be no basin to be 
first filled up in the lake. 

At the mills of the United Box Board and Paper Com- 
pany, at Fairfield, Me., recently damaged by fire, the whole 
force is once more employed, the dry house having 
been completed the past week. The new boilers are in 
working order, allowing all five of the digesters to be used. 

Fairbanks & Moody, paper mill architects, of 150 Nassau 
street, New York, are at work on the plans of the new mill 
of the Hoffman Paper Company, of Little Falls, N. Y. The 
construction work on the Adams Bag Company, at Chagrin 
Falls, Ohio, plans for which were proposed by the same 
firm, is progressing rapidly. 

Recently at the Niagara (Wis.) mill of the Kimberly 
& Clark Company a record run of print paper was made 
on Machine No. 1, the product from 6 p. m. March 6 to 
7 a. m. March 7 being 51,117 pounds. Last week also a 
record was made at the mill of the Rhinelander ( Wis.) 
Paper Company, where No. 1 machine, running 535 feet per 
minute, width 105 inches, made 71,200 pounds in twenty- 
four hours. 

Preparations are going forward for the enlargement of 


the pulp grinding department of the mill of the Kimberly 
& Clark Company, at Niagara, Wis. A description of this 
proposed improvement in some detail appeared in these co] 
umns several weeks ago. A good deal of water power is 
going to waste at present at certain times of the year at 
this mill, and the company is preparing to put in grinders 
to utilize it. 


East Branch Log Driving Company. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Bancor, Me., March 13, 1906.—At the annual election of 
officers of the East Branch Log Driving Company these of 
ficers were elected: James M. McNulty, president; F. H 
Strickland, clerk and treasurer; James M. McNulty, Hal 
bert P. Gardner, Cornelius Murphy, Fred W. Ayer and N 
M. Jones, directors. The company voted to make its own 
drive this year and Fred W. Ayer was appointed master 
driver. 

Varying estimates of the East Branch drive are thus 
given: Senator Gardner F. Patten judges the new cut wil! 
be from 58,000,000 to 60,000,000 feet. An official of the 
Penobscot Lumbering Association is quoted as saying 60,000,- 
000 would come from East Branch, including 13,000,000 
feet of old logs hung up last year, while Clerk Strickland, of 
the East Branch drive, estimates the new cut at 65,000,000 
and the old logs at 15,000,000, making a total of 80,000,000 
to be driven this year.

Some time ago we announced our belief 
that many valuable improvements could be 
introduced in the design of Fans, Blowers 
and Exhausters, as other fan builders, under 
the stress of competition and to increase 
profits, were offering small, inefficient, high 
speed fans, where true economy for the 
purchaser would have indicated larger, 
slower speed fans. We have recently shown 
some of our improvements in the details 
of fan design and now wish to take up this 
point of size. 

Some of our competitors misunderstood 
us and thought we were advocating larger 
diameter fans. We do use large diameter, 
narrow fans where there is no opportunity 
for an outboard bearing and the fan must 
be overhung. It is the only type of fan to 
use under such circumstances, as it gives 
the least distance of the weight from the 
bearing. However, where an outboard bear- 
ing can be used the fan may be made as 
small in diameter and as wide as you please, 
provided, of course, that this is not carried 
so far as to restrict the suction opening. 
The small diameter fan is the more econom- 
ical, as it permits the use of a high speed 
engine or motor, which is smaller and 
cheaper for the same power than a low 
speed machine. 

The real point to which we originally re- 
ferred was that for economy in power the 
peripheral speed of a fan should be kept 
as low as possible for a given output. This 
calls for a larger fan all on and dis- 
countenances the practice of selling small 
fans which must be run at an excessively 
high speed to secure the desired output. In 
every case we-recommend the fan most 
economical in the long rum for the user’s 
requirements.

WOOD PULP.—The market is unchanged from last 
week, but holders are a bit less disposed to let stock go 
below published prices. The reduction in the quantity of 
pulp wood cut during the winter is causing holders to be 
more conservative in their offerings and prices are firmly 
maintained at $12@14 f..0. b. mill. It was said that one 
or two lots had been sold at $11.50, but they were small 
ones and did not represent actual conditions. Canadian 
Ground Wood is held with a shade more confidence and 
prices range from $17@2o0 delivered. 

WOOD FIBRES.—Foreign Sulphite is steady, as pre- 
viously reported, with demand a shade stronger. Importers 
are firm, due to the fact that foreign makers refuse to make 
concessions. The future may see changes. With pulp in 
this country likely to be scarce because of unfavorable 
weather, foreign makers think they see prospects of firm 
prices through the season.
